THE SALOONS ROUTED. 
DETAILS OF THE LICENSE VICTORY. 

SPRINGFIELD, LIK, June 8.+[Special.j— 
The high-license fight in the House was 
over a little after noon today aud a high-il- 
cense victory won. The Harper bill is now 
safely beyond the influence of deadlocks 
and superior to the uses of the liquor gang’s 
corruption fund. It will pass the Senate not 
later than a week from today, be sent to the 
Governor for his approval, become a law, 
and go into effect July 1. The liquor gang’s 
efforts from and after today, apart from a 
few spasmodic kicks in the Senate, will be 
to “bust” it in the courts. At least 
such is the only consélation they are able to 
pluck out of the situation as it stares them 
in the face tonight. It is needless to say that 
this sort of consolation is largely inspired 
and encotraged by the legal shafks, their 
alders, and their abettors, who have already 
found the Liquor League a good-paying 
client, and who have no idea of letting go a 
good thing and the plucking that goes 
with it. 

After the significant preliminary victory of 
yesterday the high-license people girded on 
their armor for the final onslaught. They 
had brushed aside ail obstacles in the way 
of calling up the Harper bill. The only re- 
maining thing to do was to call it up and pass 
it. The low-license leaders made a show of 
opposition, but it was painfully evident that 
they had lost heart after yesterday’s knock- 
down, and that they really gave up the fight 
before it fairly commenced, ' 

THE HIGU-LICRNSE FORCES, 

The high-license forces were well in hand. 
The sickly and crippled Owens came down 
from Joliet this morning. Moore, who 
was kept away by business yesterday, 
was on deck and ready to stand 
out against his party and for his 
convictions, along with Willoughby, Day, 
Kimbrough, Felker, Greeg, Grear, Great- 
house, and Welch of Kendali—nine high- 
lieense Deinocrats firm to the last, and worthy 
to bear the name of “the Spartan band,” be- 
stowed upon them by some enthusiastic 
high-license men when they left their regu- 
lar seats and congregated in a body in the 
rear of the hall. Collier, a high-license Re- 
publican, who has been seriously ill for two 
weeks, was the ‘only high-license ab- 
sentee. It was a matter of no 
small significance that Carter Harri 
son, the Democratic Mayor of Chicago, sat 
down with the nine Spartans and remained 
with them till the close of the fight. At 


heart a secret friend of the bill, he could 
scarcely conceal his delight when, after a 
succession of hard knocks lasting nearly four 
hours, the low-license men were simply com- 
pelled to retire from the field, routed at 
every point, and the — declared thut 
the measure had 7 Always a poli- 
tician, however, the only plece of adviee he 
had to impart to his party friends was: 
“Don’t let any more Democrats vote 
for it than are necessary.“ About 
his first remark after the bill 
had passed was one to 


‘that he would see, as Mayor of Chi 


the law should be enforced. H Mr. Harper’s 
estimates are correct and the result of high- 
liceuse in Chicago will be to add $1,200,000 of 
municipal revenue annually, it doesn’t re- 
quire any very deep insight to see why Car- 
ter Harrison should grow elated. 

Not less siguificant among ‘the many com- 
ments which have been made since the vie- 
tory is that of Judge Craig of the Supreme 
Court, who was notoriously re@lected last 
summer through the intluence. of what 
is known as ‘the “whisky vote.” 
In conversing wich high-license men 
afterward he plainly remarked that he saw 
no reason whatever why a Democrat should 
not vote for the bill. 

ANALYSIS OF THER VOTE. 

The final vote, which is given elsewhere, is 
instructive in many ways. The bill was 
passed by a vote of yeas cu. nays 56, two votes 
more than enough. Of those who vo for 
it seventy were Republicans and nine mo- 
crates, Of those who voted against it four 
were Republicans and fifty-ene. Democrats. 
One Republican, eleven Democrats, and the 
Independent party in all its Bm on of one, 
were absent. Two Republicans and three 
Democrats dodged, and can point with 
pride to the record to show that they were 
loo cowardly to vote either way. Nichols. 
one Of the Repubikan dodgers, would have 
voted for the bill, however, if his vote had 
been needed. Possibi some of his low- 
license constituents will remember this if he 
ever produces the record on them and at- 
tempts to show them that he was all right. 
Studer, the other Republican dodger. has 
never voted for the bill, but it is only fair to 
say that both he and Nichols have heiped 
the high-license men out of more than 
one tight squeeze on former occasions, 
by voting to make aquorum. For the three 
Democratic dodgers—Pratt, Ricks, and Seys- 
ter—no word of excuse or extenuation is to 

e offered. They live in temperance com- 
munities and would have represented their 
constituents by voting for the bill, But the 
party whip had been cracked ove er them and, 
not daring to vote their convictions on the 
one hand, or to vote against their constit- 


vents, though with theirfparty, on the other, 


they sneaked out like whipped curs, Mitch- 
eli and Pederson came up to the scratch 
like men. Their bree yer 3 assert- 
ed themselves, voted for the 
bill. Cleveland — ed slienced the calum- 
nious whisper that he might have been 
found susceptible to the influence of Jim 
‘Beardsley. Pearson, of Madison, who rep- 
resents @ low-license constituency, and who 
has on more than one occasion expressed his 
doubts as to the political expediency of vot 
ing for the bill, at least so far as he was con- 
cerned, stood up to the rack and recorded 
his vote in the affirmative.

SPRINGFIELD, LL, June 8.—[Special.]—

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CANON BERNARD, 


Costly Litigation to Recover the Plun- 
der Stolen by the Belgian 
| Church Magnate. 


Boston, Mass., June 8.—([Special. }—Coun- 
sel for Léon Bernard and M. Bourgeois, of 
the Judiciary Police of Brussels, applied to 
Judge Field of the Supreme Court today 
for an order directing Henry Lee and others, 
proprietors of the Union Safety Deposit 
Vaults, to deliver the contents of one of the 
vaults to the Clerk of the Supreme Court 
pending the result of a suit in that Court in- 
stituted by the King of Belgium. The vault 
was leased by Bernard in April, 1881, and is 
supposed to contain a large amount of 
money and other securities, which, it is 
claimed, Bernard embezzled from the Roman 
Catholic Church. Bernard was subsequently 
extradited and returned to Belgium, and the 
civil courts of that country decided that 
funds taken by Bernard and deposited in 
New York and Boston should be paid over 
to an officer of the church designated to re- 
ceive it. The defendants simply desire to 
protect their legal rights, and claim that they 
have received no orders from Bernard, who 
holds the key, to deliver up the-contents of 
the vault. Judge Field had doubts if the 
decree of the Belgian courts would be bind- 
ing upon the courts of this Commonwealth, 
but will render a decision Saturday. It is 
said that upwards of $300,000 deposited by 
Bernard in New York have been restored to 
the Belgian Government. 

[Over two years ago Canon Léon Bernard fled 
from Belgium with about half a miliion dollars’ 
worth of bon@s, stocks, and documents which 
belongéd to the Diocese of Tournai. The fugi- 
tive was arrested in Havana by Detective Dasey, 
and $340,000 worth of the securities seized. Ber- 
pard was extradited, and is now in prison in 
Belgium. Bishop du Rousseaux claimed the se- 
curities, but his claim was disputed by King 
Leopold. who asked to be given them, so that 
other claimants than the Bisbop, if there were 
any, might. be protected. The King brought 
suit to recover the property. and a 
Sherif’s jury in New York City decided 
last February that it must not de given 
to the King unless be gave a bond to indemnify 
the Sherif. Counsel for Bernard served an in- 
junction, procured from Judge Donohue, which 
transferred the case to the Supreme Court. 

Meantime a cierical war in Belgium oompli⸗- 
cated the case. The same day the Sheriff's jury 
heard the case in New York City an action came 
up at Brussels, brought against Bisbop du Rous- 
seaux of Tournai by Monseigneur Dumont, de- 
posed from the Bishopric by the Pope in 1879, 


but still claiming to be Bishop, to recover the 
papers and securities abstracted from the Epis- 
copal palace and taken to America by Canon 
Bernard. The civil tribunal decided it was un- 
able to prevent Dumont assuming the title of 
Bishop, and appointed a trustee to goto Amer- 
joa to recover the property. reserving all richts 
to Dumont in the event of Bishop du Rousseaux 
continuing.his opposition to Monseigneur Du- 
mont’s regaining possession of the same.]

Discovery of an Underground Rival 
of the Mammoth Cave in Texas. 
Minera WELI4, Tex., June 8.— Special.] 
—A party consisting of several prominent 
citizens of this place and a Chicago news- 
paper reporter, all of whom have been spend- 


while reconnoitering in the Black Jack 
Mountains, a few miles north of this place, 
discovered an immense cave, which upon 
further investigation was found to contain 
water. The party returned to town, pro- 
cured a boat, torches, and other necessaries, 
and today repaired to the cave and made an 
extended exploration. They discovered an 
underground lake of very large pro- 
portions, the depth ranging from 
twenty-five to fifty feet, and 
the water being clear as crystal and cold as 
ice. Many eyeless fish of varied hues and 
species were discovered, besides a kind ot 
lizard devil-fish, with numberless legs, which 
resembles a bunch of grass, but which when 
touched would envelope the object. The 
party made a thorough examination of the 
cave, but as the above isall they would di- 
vulge, and as they have made preparation to 
purchase the property and*seem to evade 
questioning, it is believed by many that the 
cave contains something besides curiosities 
of nature,

STAR ROUTES. 
THE NIOBRARA SWINDLE. 

Wasurnerton, D. C., June 8&—{Special.]— 
Senator Van Wyek, in calling the attention 
of the Post-Office Department to the star 
route from Niobrara to Deadwood, has at 
all events obtamed from the department a 
definition of its understanding of the lowest 
responsible bidder as defined by the law. 
“Ifthe devil himself should bid and Bob 
Ingersoll should go hig surety, we should be 
compelled to give him the contract if he was 
the lowest responsible bidder,” says Mr. 
Elmer, Second: Assistant Postmaster-Gen- 
eral. 

The Critio, the organ of the rene 
people, says that Mr. Miner has had a good 
many contracts since the star-route trials 
began. The theory of the Post-Office De- 
partment is that all of the persons under in- 
dictments are guilty of defrauding the Gov- 
ernment of vast sums of mogey, and that 
this money can be recovered from them by 
civil suit. If the theory ef the Government 
is correct, and the star-route defendants have 
robbed the United States Treasury of sums 
which approximate the amounts claimed, the 
question may be very properly raised whether, 
if the civil suits shall be pressed to judg- 
ment, any of the star-route defendants 
would be found to be responsible bidders. 
It is a matter of current gossip that the ex- 
penses of the trial have borne very heavily 
upon some of the defendants, notwithstand- 
ing their supposed great wealth. It is even 
said that one of the principal lawyers for the 
leading defendant has not yet been paid. 
Personal property and real estate in various 
directions have been disposed of by the de- 
fendants to secure immediate funds. The 
Post-Office Department, therefore, might 
very readily presume that if the theory of the 
Government is correct and the money is to 
be recovered, it might be a ‘matter 
of serious question whether the 
star-route defendants would ‘be legally re- 
spunsible during the term of their contracts 
some of these contracts run for four years. 
On the theory of the Government there cer- 
tainly would seem to be a chance that the in- 
dicted star-ruute contractors might be in 
danger of being compelled to return so much 
money taat they would not be responsible 
bidders. 

Gen. Eimer is a banker and not a lawyer. 
He is, of course, as Judge Gresham says, an 
honest man, but the Postmaster-General has 
not yet indicated that he approves of award- 
ing contracts to.star-route defendants, and 
knew nothing of this particular contract 
until his attention was called to it by Sena- 
tor Van Wyck. 

* MINER INTERVIEWED. . 

Wasurnetos, D. C., June 8—John R. 
Miner, one of the derendants in the pending 
star-route cases, who tgures as contractor 
for mail-service on Fort Niobrara route, 
which Senator Van Wyck is opposing, says in 
an interview, that he was the lowest bidder 
for the service when the star-route was 
advertised in March last, and he then 
filed with the department a certified 
check for $900 to secure the contract, 
but at that time, owi to the criticisms 
of Senator Van Wyck, department de- 
termined not to award him the contract for 
service and returned his check. Afterwards, 
he says, he was informed by department of- 
ticials that they would put on the service. 
and again deposited his check, and the con- 
tract was sent to him atthe court-house, 
where he was attending the star-route trials, 
and executed there with Vaile, another de- 
fendant in the present case, as his surety. 

THE TRIAL DRAWING TO A CLOSE, 

The jury in the star-route cases have heard 
their last word except from the Judge. The 
case willbe given to the jury Tuesday or 
Wednesday. The Government has occupied 
twenty-four days in addressing the jury. Mr. 
Merrick, who expected to speak three days 
only when he began, concluded his ten days 
of argument today, and it is to his credit 
that he retained the attention of the jury to 
the end. No one pretends to be able 
to make a rediction as to what 
the verdict will or whether there 
will be any . verdict. re is more und 
for expecting now that the trial will result 
in a verdict of conviction than there has 
been for sometime. This cannot be based 
upon anything except the extraordinary in- 
terest which the jury has manifested in the 
concluding speech of Mr, Merrick. Possi- 
bly the most dangerous speech against the 
Government was that of Ingersoll, which 
was so full of personal appeals and of 
pathos. ProBably no better weapon could 
have been used to destroy the effect of In- 
xersoll’s effort than the powerful one of 
ridicule. That Mr. Merrick has used to the 
best advantage. He has even convulsed the 
jury in parodies he has made upon some of 
the most pathetic of Ingersoll’s 2 

WASHING TOR, D. C., June 8.— Mr. Merrick + 
continued his address in the star-route case, 
confihing his remarks for the most part to 
questions of the division of routes. He 
waintained that no division of plunder could 
free the defendants from crime com- 
mitted or terminate the conspiracy, and de- 
clared that the proof was incontrovertible o 
a complete division April 1, 187%. It ne h 
established the existence of a conspiracy on 
that day. he had conformed to the charge in 
the indictment. 

Mr. Merrick concluded his address as fol- 
lows: “ The ‘people, regardiess of party, 
would pay everlasting tribute to an Adminis- 
tration that had the high moral courage to 
= corruption in members of its own po- 

itical household.“ He demanded from the 
jury a verdict of guilty against all the de- 
endants—not a verdict on sympathies, 
but on facts, and evidence, and law. He de- 
mandled this verdict la behalf of the people 
of the United Sta whose Public Treasury 
these defendants had robbed. Hed 
A verdict in vindication of the official trusts 
the defendants had disregarded; of the laws 
of the land which they had spurned 
with contempt. He demanded a verdict in 
vindication of the truth, and honor, apd vir- 
tue of the American people, which these 
men had stained and’blackened. By a ver- 
dict of guilty, that injury to virtue, and 
truth, and honor might be redeemed, and 
that, too, by a jury taken from the people, 
showing their appreciation of virtue out 
raged and honor disregarded. Mr.}Merrick 
thanked the courtand jury for their atten- 
tion, and took his seat.

ASSAGE OF THE HIGH-LICENSE BILL 
IN THE HOUSE. 

The growing promise of the passage ef the 
High-License bill in the IIlinois House of 
Representatives was fully realized yesterday 
by a final vote of seventy-nine members for 
it to only fifty-five against it, or two more 
than the majority of all the members, as re- 


) quired by the Constitution. 


The victory thus achieved might be fitly 
made the occasion of bonfires, mass-meet- 
ings, and other popular demonstrations of 
satisfaction. It assures the future regula- 
tion of the liquor traffic in this State upon a 
practical basis, which will be of more value 
to the health, morals, safety, and prosperity 
of the people than any other law in the stat- 
ute-books. 

The struggle has been long and desperate. 
The free-whisky opposition to this one bill 
has been the pivot of the entire legislation of 
the session. Every suggestion and every 
movement of the Whole session were made 


The stubborn and unscrupulous fight made 
by the minority to retain the bogus McNally 
in aseat for Which he was defeated by 150 
majority was maintained with the purpose of 
averting the consideration of the reform 
license bill by every species of obstruction. 
The resources of parliamentary quibble led 
by the Lake County guerrilla were exhausted 
by the whisky minority to prevent a vote be- 
ing taken at every one of the varfous steps 
required by law. The Democratic party 
whip was brought into savage service to 
coerce and intimidate high-license Democrats 
to oppose the measure for party reasons. 
Methods were resorted to which were dis- 
graceful to the State. Members were cor- 
rupted, debauched, and purchased. The 
Liquor ‘League had its paid attorneys at 
Springfield inside and outside the Legis- 
‘lature, and $40,000-of- money was raised by 
assessment on the doggeries of the State 
with the avowed purpose of bribing mem- 
1 to vote against the bill. | 

In spite of this unparalleled and unprinei- 
pled opposition the bill has been triumpl- 
antiy passed in the House, and there are stil! 
more Democratic votes in the Legislature 
which would have been given for it if they had 
been actually necessary to its passage. The 
power of public sentiment has never been 
vindicated more emphatically than in this 
instance, The honest, decent pegple demand- 
ed the bill, and the doggeries and cerruption- 
ists could not defeat it. 

The chief benefits which may be confi- 
dently expected of it are these: (1) The 
elimination of the liquor question for a time 
at least from the politics of this State; (2) 
the reduction of the number of aaloons 
wherever they are in excess, and the im- 
provement in their responsibility; and (3) a 
considerable reimbursement to every ¢om- 
munity for extra expenses of local govern- 
ment imposed by the abuses of alcoholism. 
These three effects will strengthen the pop- 
ular attachment to the law every day it shall 
continue in force, ahd many of those who 
have been hostile to its passage will become 
before long its most earuest supporters.

It was proper 
and advisable to make a distinction between 
beer and whisky, but the license-fee for beer- 
saloons should have been left at the 
flute adopted when the bill was tirst amend- 
ed. It this figure for beer-saloons may still 
be restored, without putting the bill in jeop- 
ardy when it goes back to the House, the 
Senate should amend it in that particular. 
There is every reason to believe that it would 
be satisfactory to the beer-drinking classes to 
make the lager-license. one-half the whisky- 
license, and the entire people would recog- 
nize the fitness of such a distinction 
as that. But in any event the passage of the 
House bill will be received with joy by all 
intelligent, sober-mindeg, decent, conserva- 
tive people, rich and poor, Democrats and 
Republicans, the temperance advocates, the 
moderate drinkers, the better class of saloon- 
keepers—everybody in fact except the keep- 
ers of the low grogshops which disgrace 
society, the idle and liquor-soaked loafers 
who hang around them, and the dirty dema- 
gogs who fought.the reform license bill.

V THE LARD CASE. 

The Directors of the Board of Trade are 
understood to have deferred so much to the 
popular wish as to decide to present to the 
world all the pertinent evidence submitted 
in the lard case now before them. This is 
well. The testimony will be awalted with 
interest, and all the more as the resolve im- 
plies tnat the Directors will try to get at the 
real facts in the case. They could not afford 
to publish something which would show that 
they neglect their duty as investigators or 
allow anything to be cloaked up which 
ought to see the light, as exposing the tricks 
of the trade, if any tricks there be. 

This point has an important bearing upon 
one phase of the trial. Itis hinted that the 
defendants propose to partly make their 
case good by raising the charge, You are 
another!” In other words? they want to in- 
stitute comparisons between the lard of their 
own manufacture and that made by some 
other parties who are suspected of being 
something like special partners om the com- 
plainants’ side. It is thought that a vigor- 
ous effort—probably much the most yigor- 
ous—will be made to prevent this side of the 
case from being heard. We know not the 
peculiar view which the Directors may en- 
tertain with regard to their own powers 
and duties to the board. But we can 
scarcely mistake their duties to the 
public, which the Board of Trade represents 
in a commercial sense, when we assert that 
they will fail in that duty if hey do not elicit 
the whole truth: The worid of consumers 
wants to know whether it has been for years 
past treated to bogus lard or served with the 
pure article Chicago packers. It is very 
little concerned, except in the sense of gen- 
era! justice, in. knowing whether McGeoch, 
Everingham & Co. or the Messrs. Fowler will 
have to pay the expenses of the pending suit, 
and perhaps of others to follow it. But the 
world of lard-consumers is vitally interested 
in knowing whether or no its food 
is tampered with by tne manufact- 
urer:. The presence or absence of 
cotton-seed oil, Missouri dirt, Canada 
clay, tiie scrapings of bogus butter-molds, 
the fat of animals which have died of dis- 
ease, or any other false and fraudulent sub- 
stance in the lard-tanks of any of our pack- 
ing-houses is the point upon which the con- 
sumer wants information. It may not be the 
duty of the board to go out of its way to so- 
licit testimony on this point; but it is its 
duty to receive and publish all such evidence 
in that di ection as may be offered by parties 
who think it belongs to their presentation of | 
the case. No matter who it strikes let the 
truth be known though it cleave the trade 
in twain. in such an event perhaps we may 
be able to

“Jack” Haverly was identified financially, 
somewhat by cash but mainly by credit, with 
a heterogeneous list of ventures, not one of 
which did he understand intelligently, not 
one of which could he manage with judg- 
ment, not one of which had he ever taken tip 
with the assurance, based upon businesslike 
investigation, that it would yield a profit 
upon the investment. Itis no mystery that 
he smashed. The mystery is how he suc- 
ceedéd in getting the credit with which to 
run his veutures. He joined syndicates to 
fight the Chieago Board of Trade upon bor- 
rowed capital, He plunged a quarter of a 
million or more into holes in the ground in 
deceptive Colorado and the mythical San 
Juan. He bought a trotting park and trot- 
ting horses. He had theatres in New York, 
Brooklyn, Philadeiphia, Chicago, San Fran- 
cisco, and other places. He had mtustrel 
companies, small opera companies of various 
deseriptions, and dramatic companies and 
variety companies of all kinds upon the road. 
And, not content with all these ventures, he 
pursued the poker table and the faro bank 
with unflagging zest and industry, for in this 
kind of business he was to the manner born: 

The Board of Trade has swallowed bigger 
men than Jack Haverly; and it had no 
difficulty in boiting him. The Colorado and 
San Juan chasms took all be could put into 
them and kept it. The trotting-park absorbed 
thousands. and even his favorit trotter, 
Troubadour, was a faithless minstrel in 
league with all the other elements against 
him. If one theatre made money, another 
sunk more., and though sometimes he had a 
little advantage of the tiger that industrious 
and patient animal had him in its clutches 
the most of the time. It is not difficult to 
find the causes of failure: It is possible for 
one man to have as many lruns in the fire as 


Haverly, but it is necessary that he should ) 


know something about the fire and the irons, 
and how to use them. Haverly knew noth- 
ing of this. In all his schemes not one of 
them was conducted legitimately or on strict 
or even loose business principles. He knew 
nothing about business. He was incapable of 
taking a business scheme, coolly examining it, 
laying it out on comniercial principles, and 
planning success upon a reasonable basis. 
He plunged in fecklesly and snapped at 
everything that was. offered him without 
question. le Aazled the imagination of 
thoughtiess peopie. By judicious advertis- 
— whieh was planned by some of his skill 

ful employés, by constant iteration of his 
trait all over the eduntry on

born gambler and bor wre 
who are speculators. make money because 
they are cautious, Haverly was never gau- 
tious. He always wanted to force the 
game, ‘always bet high, whatever he was 
— He speculated’ on the Board 
of Trade, in mines, at Traces, and in 
theatres just as he would speculate at. 
the gambling-table, Whatever venture 
he undertook, whether in grain, mines, 
or theatres, he bet without sense or reason 
against his competitors. In the theatrical 
business, for instance, his instructions to his 
agents were always to outbid ali others for 
any attraction, whatever it was or withont 
reference toits merits. By this reckless pro- 
ceeding he not only made no money himself 
but he hurt all legitimate business by inflat- 
ing the salaries even of incompetent people. 
He rushed into everything tecklesly and 
took whatever offered at any price, probably 
upon the theory that if ne had a multiplicity 
of ventures they could not all lose and that 
with so many stakes up they would be gure 
to average well, which they could not do, be- 
cause they were taken helter-skelter and left 
to run themselves, 

He was a bubble and he burst. On the 
same day Pat Sheeay, another bubble, 
though not so brilliant, burst also. The two 
bubbles, however, if report be true, ‘had 
often sailed along in company. Pat Sheedy 
sometimes bet against gfain in Board of 


Trade deals, but his principal business | 


was dealing faro at the club which 
was Arcadian by name if not in 
simplicity. He was one of the princi- 
pal contributors to the defense of Jere Dunn, 
and in trying to make good his installment 
he lost heavily. Other losses ensued and 
the bauk had to close $100,000 short on the 
same day that Haverly failed. Haveriy and 
Jere Dunn, it is said, were acquainted to 
their sorrow with Sheedy’s bank. Now that 
they are all played out, they might pool their 
issues and join Sheedy’s partners, Bush and 
Johnson, on their cattle-ranch in New Mex- 
ico. That at least is a legitimate business, 
though how long it would remain 80 after 
the arrival of Dunn, Sheedy, and Haverly is 
doubtful. As the ranch is 160 miles away 
from railroad or telegraph, however, it is 4 
matter of little consequence -to any one ex- 
cept the contiguous cowboys. The loss of 
Haverly from business is a gain to all legiti- 
mate business-men, especially in theatrical 
enterprises. The bubble burst not a moment 
too soon and the suds ought to be a warning 
to others. 
— 
TOO MUCH GAMBLING. 

It is stated that the activity of the spécula- 
tion in oll in New York has led to a move- 
ment on the part of the officers of the Chi- 
cago Stock Exchange to domesticate deal- 
ingsin oll certificates here. Chicago is not 
an oll centre, It burns oll and distributes 
it to the subsidiary markets, but it does not 
manufacture it, nor is it any other than in 
a general way interested in its movement 
‘und its prices. Chicago isa primary market 
for meat and breadstuffs. It is becoming a 
market of some importance for securities. 
Its Board of Trade is the spontaneous out- 
growth of its business necessities. Its Stock 
Exchange, if wisely managed, may become a 
first-class bourse for directing the flow of 
capital into Western securities. But Chica- 
go is not a primary, nor a secondary, nor 
even a tertiary market for oil. 

An Ol Exchange in Chicago would be 
nothing but a gambling-shop. Oil goes up 
and oil goes down, and it is consequently a 
good thing for gamblers to beton. It would 
be a lamentable degradation of its true fanc- 
tions and in the long run an irreparable in- 
jury to the Chicago Stock Exchange if its 
officers perverted it from its legitimate uses 
into a Monaco or a Hombourg for dicing 
with petroleum. 

That a fringe of speculation is the in- 
evitable accompaniment of legitimate deal- 
ing, just as the aurora surrounds the day, is 
perhaps not to be denied. Men who can 
foresee, or think they can foresee, the move- 
ment of prices are certainly not to be re- 
strained either by laws or by the arguments 
of morajists or friends, from trying to make 
money out of their guessing ability. But 
this speculative luck-trying, while endurable 
as an incident of the operation of the great 
Exchanges which distribute commodities 
and capital, becomes a public scandal when 
indulged in for its own sake. There are 
now two oil exchanges in New York, and 
one each in Pittsburg, Oil City, Bradford, 
and Titusville. That is enough. By actual 
calculation ninety-nine hundredths of their 
transactions are speculative. The bets on 
future prices are a hundred times greater 
than the sates for bona fide delivery. 

There is another reason why the Chicago 
Stoek Exchange should not make a move 
towards inoculating this community with 
the poison of this oil speculation. There is 
some chance—some, though not much—for 
the outsider who ‘stakes his money against 
the cliques of Wall street or the syndicates 
of the Chicago Board of Trade. But in the 
Oil Exchange there is absolutely nothing 
whatever ahead of the public but calamitous 
loss, There has been but one corner in this 
country that has been perféctiy, and sym- 
metrically, and eternally successful, and that 
is the oil corner. A single syndicate has ob- 
tained permanent possession of the oil mar- 
ket. All there is to be known about oil it, 
and it alone, knows, and it has never yet told 
what it knows. 

The establishment of these .oil-gambling 
hells in half a dozen cities is the last and 
worst work of this syndicate. There is no 
business crime these men have not commit- 
ted. The apex of their work is the Oil Ex- 
change, where the reckless and the ignorant 
are bunkoed. Any one who wishes to know 
the utter hopelesness of the contest within 
these hells with these invincible dealers has 
only to go back a few years in the history of 
Pennsylvania to. see how widespread was 
the ruin which followed the oll-speculating 


craze which the ojl-cornerers fostered there. 


The Chicago Steck Exchange for its own 
credit and the profit of its Pass sours had bet- 
ter let oil alone.

TOO RICH TO PAY TAXES. 

‘The attitude towards the Government that 
is held by the great railroad corporations is 
well illustrated by their refusal to pay local 
taxes on their land-grants. Senator Van 
Wyck ventilated this abuse thoroughly in a 
report which he presented to Congress at its 
last session. The question has lately arisen 
again in Nebraska. The authorities of Butf- 
falo County attempted to collect taxes on 
the land owned in that county by the Union 
Pacific. But that corpora objected vig- 
orously to being put on the same plebeian 
basis as the farmers and other common folk, 
who are expected to pay for what they re- 
ceive from the State. ; 

For weeks and weeks, the Omaha Bee 
says, the Commissioners of the county were 
harassed by the lackeys and shysters of the 
road, and every effort made to prevent them 
from ordering the Treasurer to levy a tax on 
the unpatented lands, In this they fuiled. 
But in their appeal to the.courts they have 
been more successful. Judge Dundy, of the 
United Siates Circuit Court, has decided that 
the road need not pay the taxes, and he issued 
a perpetual iniungtion forbidding the canntv

land agents named Platt. This creature of 
the Union Pacitie went before the court asa 
bona-fide settler, tho he was in, reality the 
employé of the road. His attorney was one 
of the attorneys of the Union Pacitic. The 
facts presented werd not the real facts, but a 
set of distorted and juggled facts fixed up 
between the collusive parties to the suit, 
Judge Dundy decided in favor of the com- 
pany. His decision was subsequently at- 
firmed by the Supreme Court on the facts as 
thus collusively presented to it. 

The Supreme Court could not know the 
character of the deception that was being 
practiced by the railroad and its creature. 
But thé Omaha Bee distinetly asserts that 
Judge Dundy must have known it. It says: 
“Judge Dundy, who has lived in Nebraska 
a lifetime, had every reason to know that 
this was a bogus suit purposely gotten up to 
use himand his court to rob the settlers of 
America of millions of acres upon which 
they had a right to make a home under the 
charter of the Union Pacific.” 

In these cases it was decided that the road, 
having mortgaged its land-grant, had dis- 
posed” of it so as to cut out the settlers. 
But when the State whose citizens are thus 
forbidden to settle on the land because the 
railroad owns it try to tax it Judge Dundy 
and the Supreme Court Wheel about and de- 
clare that the road owns it enough to make 
a good mortgage, but not enough to pay 
taxes on it. Corporations like the Union 
Pacific can eat their cake and have it too. 
By refusing to pay for the cost of surveying 
their lands the roads intentapnaily prevent 
the issue of patents to them, and so, for the 
purpose of evading taxation, escape being in- 
vested with the legal title to the lands which 
they own and are selling every day. 

The farmers of Nebraska have to pay their 
taxes. They cannot get rid of paying their 
share of the cost of government by any quib- 
bles about not having received technically 
perfect paper evidence of ownership, not by 
refusing to pay for the cost of surveying 
their farms. These immunities are the per- 
quisits of great corporations, which, havmg 
received their life and substance from the 
people, use all the power which these give 
them to oppress the people. Senator Van 
Wyck said in Congress, after reciting these 
facts, that the Supreme Court had one law 
for the railroad and another for the poor 
settler. We owe to Judge Dundy and the 
Supreme Court the creation of a class of 
citizens, incorporated, who are too rich to 
pay taxes. ‘The world of law is indebted to 
them for the monstrous paradox that a man 
can mortgage what he does not own and 
can hold property by a title good to sell but 
not good to tax.

Thomas F. Mitchell, of Bloomington, who 
“missed firé” on one of the preliminary 
stages of the bill by not being present at roll- 
call, “picked his flint“ for the subsequent 
votes, and fired straight at the work every 
time without missing the target once. He 
drove the bull's-eye on the last shot.

Tue Barnard bill providing for minority 
representation in Boards of Directors of cor- 
porations, which has been a fruitful source 
of dissension in the Michigan Legislature, 
was yesterday vetoed by Gov. Begole, much 
to the disgust of many of his political allies. 
In his long veto message the Governor makes 
the point that the biil was not signed by the 
presiding officer of the Senate as required by 
law. This happened, so the Governor is in- 
formed and believes, because the Lieutenant- 
Governor held that the bifl should have re- 
ceived a two-thirds vote. This was necessary 
under the clause of the Constitution which 
forbids the amendment of any act of incor- 
poration save by a two-thirds vote of both 
Houses. In addition to this, the Governor 
says that as the Secretary of State can only 
prepare for publication such laws as are 
properly signed by both presiding officers, 
the bill would not be a law even if signed by 
the Governor. Therefore in the interest of 
harmony in the. construction of the laws, 
and as the bill would afford no relief to any 
poor people, affecting only mapagers of cor- 
porations, the Governor feels obliged to re- 
turn it with his objections. He makes no 
objections to the subject matter of the bill or 
the theory of minority representation.

Had 
the Mayor stopped with this patriotic 
utterance all might have been well and the 
utterer might pérchance have risen Still 
higher iu the royal favor, but, alas! he had 
the temerity to hope that the Ozar would 
long reign with a Constitution, which is the 
last thing that the Czar intends todo, A 
Constitution is the bete noir of the Ozar. 
The antipathy of the Devil to holy water is 
not greater. The Czar not only relieved the 
unlucky Mayor of his position, but sent him 
into life-long exile, where in his Siberian 
loneliness he is now probably lamenting his 
folly. From this little story other Mayors— 
our own, for instance—can realize what a 
precarious situation they would hold if they 
were called thus severely to account for 
every foolish thing they say in their cups. 
AN important railroad meeting was held in 
New York yesterday between representa- 
tives of the Pacific roads and the Eastern 
trunk lines. It grew out of a notice from the 
latter that they had resolved to cease 
prorating on the low contract rates 
with the former, because the rail and 
steam line between San Francisco and 
New York, via New Orleans, was obtaining 
the bulk of the heavy-freight traffic at rates 
lower than by all rail. This threat had the 
desired effect. President Dillon, ot the Union 
Pacific, begged a reprieve and asked for a 
conference. This was beld, and the old 
relations were reéstablished, conditioned that 
the rail and water route via New Orleans 
shall make its rates the same as all rail. 
This compact fastens the monopolist miil- 
stone around the necks of all Pa- 
cific coast merchants and manufact- 
urers who will not bow down to 
the Stanford-Dillon combination. The Iowa 
pooled lines are very much incensed at 
the action of the conference. The low con- 
tract rate system by which the shippers bind 
themselves to use the all-rail lines exciu- 
sively drives a great deal of freight via the 
isthmus. And this is regarded by the Iowa 
lines as a positive descrimination against 
their interests. They have appointed a com- 
mittee to ask the Pacific line managers to 
abandon the low contract system. Should 
their request be refeused they will decline to 
prorate, and demand full arbitrary rates.

AGAINST AMERICA. 
THE POWERS COMPELLING TURKEY TO BAR 
OUT THE PRODUCTS OF THE UNITED- 
STATES. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, June 8.—The Porte re- 
cently informéd Gen. Wallace, United States 
Minister, that the commercia! treaty be- 
Turkey and América would expire March 13, 
1884. Tne Turkish tariff expired on the 
same date of the present year. After the 
termination of the treaty the importation of 
all American meats, lard, and similar prod- 
uce will be prohibited. The Porte has virtu- 
ally increased the duties on spirits by com- 
pellmg storage at Smyrna. The Porte also 
maintains the demand relative to the storage 
of petroleum. No American delegate has 
been appointed to negotiate with Turkey 
concerning the new tariff, although the ap- 
pointment of one has twice been requested. 

Gen. Wallace has protested that the meas- 
ures are arbitrary, and claims that American 
goods under the treaty of 1830 are entitled to 


the most favored nation’s treatment. 

The relations between the Sultan and Gen. 
Wallace continue friendly. The former has 
ordered the payment of the private claims 
of Americans on Turkey, and claims amount- 

to £38,000 have already been paid. 

n relation to the protest of Gen. Wallace, 
it may be said the Porte was desirous of 
making a new tariff on the basis of 8 per 
cent valorem duty, but the Powers ob- 
jected on the ground the tariff was not 
aiterable until the expiration of the commer- . 
cial treaties. The Porte pointed out that this 
was impracticable, as the treaties expired on 
various dates. Almost all the Embassadors 
recognized the validity of this argument, 
and consented to appoint delegates to effec 
an arrangement of tariff. 


RUSSIA.

Singular Murder Trial at St. Lou 
A Fight in the Cherokee Nation—The

St. Louis, Mo., June &—[Special.}—A 
éingular case was disposed of in the Crimi- 
nal Court today.

YOUNG BELMONT, 
REVOLT OF OLD-TIMERS. 

New York, June 8.—(Special.}—The at- 
tempt of Congressméin P Belmont to 
„boss“ the Democrats of the First Congres- 
sional District has brought him into trouble, 
and a pubtic dinner which he had 
to give himself tomorrow at the Argyle 
Hotel in Babylon has been in- 
definitly pestponed.

EXPLOSIONS. 
THREE POWDER-MILIS STRUCK BY LIGHT- 
NING. 

New Tonk. June 8—[Special.|—During 
the severe thunder-shower yesterday after- 
noon the lightning struck in several places 
near the Laflin & Rand powder-works, four 
miles west of Newburg, N. T. Three} of 
the puwder-mlills were exploded, and other 
buildings were more or less demolished. 
Just where the lightning struck and in what 
order the buildings were blown up camnot be 
told. The electric fluid seems to have filled 
the atmosphere. Some of it entered the 


office building of the company by the tele- |- 


phone-wire, tearing paper from the side wall 
of one of the rooms and passing 
down into the’cellar by the wire of a chron- 
ograph, which is used in testing powder. 
The damage to the mill building was aceom- 
panied by a blinding flash and a lond expic- 
sion, all together. The flash of the 
lightning and the explosion of the dif- 
ferent blown-up buildings were separated 
by such short intervals that it seemed to be 
but one blinding glare and one great crash. 
Mr. C. W. Walker, foreman of the works, and 
Albert Waring, hisclerk, who were in the 
office building at the time, waited just an in- 
stant to seeifthe danger was all passed 
and then hastened out to learn what had 
taken place. The barrel mill, a wooden 
structure with sheet-iron roof, was situated 
in the eastern part powder- 
works yard. The three wheel miils 
each had walls of stone on three sides, the 
fourth side being oly a wooden door er 
gate. They were all from 500 to 600 feet

The different ingredients that form powder 
—saltpetre, charcoal, ete.— were first mixed. 
The wheel-mills were the buildings to which 
the powder went next, where it was run 
under iron wheels weighing seven tons each. 
‘The barrel-mill contained probably more than 
enough powder to fill 100 kegs, and 
there was probably 100 to 135 peunds ing 
through each of the wheel-mills. ‘The bar- 
rel-mill, which was a building ot about 
twenty-tive or forty feet, was almost obliter- 
ated. Nothing remained on itssite buta heap 
of stones that had formed its foundation. 
Portions of the building were carried 800 or 
1,000 feet. Fragments of heavy fron cog- 
wheels were thrown almost as far. Some of 
its iron roof and pieces of heavy shafting 
hung high up in the branches 
otf some trees, While other trees 
were torn down or bereft of 
limbs. The bull was literally reduced 
to kindling-wood. Both of the wheel-milis 
had their wooden sides blown out, their iron 
roots torn off, and their machinery more or 
less rent asunder, while the lower one 
also had one of its stone-walls so 
badly damaged that it will 
have to be rebuilt. These stone-walls are 
two feet thick and have stood various ex- 
ploslons. Other of the powder-works build- 
ings were badly carnage’. besides those that 
exploded. The windows were all blown 
out.

Echoes of the Bricklayers’ Strike 
Slicht Fears of a Deep-Lald Plot. 

Since the discharge of the Relief Commit- 
tee of the Bricklayers’ Union at the meeting 
of Friday evening of last week the strike 
was considered ended, and the headquarters 
of the strikers at No. 54 West Lake street 
were abandoned. but, in: order that members 
of the union who have been out of work by 
reason of the strike may have some place to 


when work is obtained for them, the union 
has rented Room 15 of the the building at the 
northwest corner-of Fifth avenue and Wash- 
ington street, and placed Matthew Lichter in 


that there are at present something more 
than 100 union men out of employment, but 
that the majority of these be- 
longed to a ‘class of men who 
wouldn’t work if they had employment, and 
that they are constantly loafing, upon some 
pretext or another, and managed to get mon- 
ey from the union to support them in idle- 
ness. 

He sent seven men to work upon different 
jobs about the city during the day. 


When asked if the union enforced the regu- 


lation prohibiting members from working 
on jobs with non-union man, he replied: 

“Oh, no; this isn’t a matter of choice now. 
The men will take work wherever they cau 
get it at $40 day, but they are expected to 
use their Influence with outsiders to induce 
them to join the union.” 

Mr. Lichter says that there is no lack of 
work for good stonemasons or bricklayers 
in Chicago, but. on the contrary, there is 
really more work 0 the present supply 
of journeymen bricklayers cap do this 
season. 

A number of prominent contractors were 
visited and asked how things were progress- 


ing. 

Mr. Prussing said: “I believe every mem- 
ber of the Master Mason’s Association is sat- 
isfied with the way in which things have 
turned, and that work is being rapidly pushed

The 
two children asked leave Tuesday afternoon 
to go out into the woods near 
village for the purpose of gathering wild 
flowers. ‘They had proceeded a part of the 
way along an old footpath when they were 
met by a man who was afterwards described 
by the boy as short and thick-set, with light 
hair and side-whiskers, and shabbily dressed. 
The man gave the boy five cents, telling him 
to go into the village and get some candy for 
his sister and himself. The stranger volun- 
teered to remain with the little girl When 
the boy returned with the candy he discov- 
ered the man was gone. He 
looked about for his sister, and finally 
found her lying unconscious on the 
ground.

Mies Mary F. Perry. 

Mary Fredrika Perry, of the law firm of 
Perry & Martin, died at Lembard Sunday, 
June 83, and Tuesday her remains were in- 
terred in the cemetery at Prospect Park. 

Miss Perry contracted a severe cold early 
in the winter, and before she had recovered 
the severe weather of the latter part of Jan- 
uary came on and prostrated her so that she 
was obliged to leave her office and remain at 
home. She improved at times, but the con- 


tinued severity of the winter and spring 
finally overcame her. 

Miss Perry was born in Mendham, N. J., 
and was the daughter of Dr. 
Frederick and Caroline Latham Perry. She 
lived with her parents in New York City and 
Mendham until ashort time after her father’s. 
death, and then moved with her mother and 
sister to Coldwater, Mich. 

Miss Perry began the study of law in 1870 
in the office of Shipman Leveridge, at 
Coldwater, and remained with them most of 
the time until me fall of 1878, when she en- 
tered the Law Department of Michigan Uni- 
versity. She graduated in the law class of 
1875, and in the fall of that year began prae- 
tice in Chicago. She practiced alone a short 
time, and then became associated with Ellen 
A. Martin, under the firm name of Perry & 
Martin, and has ever since done business un- 
der this name, . 

Miss Perry had a remarkably clear and 
discriminating mind, and her knowledge 
was so systematically arranged that it was 
always at her command. She was learned 
in the law and was a cultured lady. She 
was the great-granddaughter of the famous 
Nathan Strong, D. D., of Hartford, Conn., 
and had his sterling qualities and integrity. 
She was thoroughly democratic in her ideas, 
and sympathized with most of the radical 
reforms of the day. Miss Perry had estab- 
lished an excellent law business, and was 
gaining strength and power in its practice

The Pond law ab- 
solutely prohibited the liquor traffic, except 
by those who gave the required bond. The 
seller was not prevented from buying prop- 
erty of his own and going into business upon 
it, nor from selling liquor from a wagon or 
on the street. The only prohibition made 
as to place was dy the previous 
law, near the Soldiers’ and Sailors Home 
near camp- meetings, etc., and no serious 
question of the constitutionality of that law 
has ever been raised. The claim that it 
would abrogate the obligation of contracts 
was next taken up by the Attorney-General. 
He said that many laws on the statu ks 
did this, and their validity was never serious- 
y Such laws were 
police regulations. The 
same prineiple was involved in the law 
rohibiting drinking on the premises. Yet 
thad stood. The power of legislative po- 
lice regulauon could not be taken and frit- 
tered away by such a small consideration.

THE LIQUOR ARGUMENTS, 

After he had finished his argument Mr, 
Kittredge, one of the attorneys for the lig- 
uor men, commenced his argument. 
took up the question of the validity of a 
license law, and after referring to the cases 
referred to by the Attorney-General in his 
brief, attempted to show why they were 
not applicaple to this case. In 
majority of license cases the payment 
was the condition precedent to traffic. 
In the place 3 for the — Saw 
the bond, as in act of 1382, it is required 
that the paymentof the tax be made, but that 
firsta permission to carry on the trafic 
should be secured before the tax is accepted. 
He did not suppose that it was within the 
power of the Legislature to assess a tax upon 
a man and then hold responsible another man 
who consented to let the first man do busi- 
ness upon his premises by making the tax a 
lien upon his premises.

Does 
the law havea uniform operation through- 
out the State which subjects the traffic in in- 
toxicating liquors, including malt liquors, to 
a tax of $200 in one locality, ana the trafficin 
intoxicating liquors, excluding malt liquors, 
in other localities to the same rate of taxa- 
tion? It should be observed that itis the 
law that must be 
uniform, and when it is 
as a tax law that its operation is otherwise, 
as defining the thing which is the subject 
matter of taxation, it falls within the prohi- 
bition of the Constitution. if the Legisla- 
ture of the State may not license the 
traffic, nor yet prohibit it, but proposes 
to raise revenue from it by making it a sub- 
ject matter of taxation as a lawful husiness, 
then the subject matter of taxation—the busi- 
ness that is taxed at the same rate in every 
part of the State—must likewise be the same 
business in every part of the *

It comes from Attorney Liston 

McMillan, of Ottumwa, and may possibly be 

passed upon by the court tomorrow. Me- 

Millan says that the status of the case is 

thus: Within the sixty days allowed for 

filing a petition for rehearing he appeared as 

a friend of the court and filed his motions or 

suggestiops in the nature of a motion to 

exclude the opinion of the court from the 
lowa reports, for the reason that it was based 
upon a mistake of the facts. At the Council 

Biutts term McMillan called up this motion, 

and offered to submit it to the court, but, the 

Attorney-General requesting him to delay 

the submission until the petition for rehear- 

ing was disposed of, the court made an entry 
of passing this motion, andit has never yet 
been submitted to the court, and the court 
has never yet attempted in any manner to 
meet the point in this motion. The mistake 
of facts that Mr. MeMillan complains 
of is this: In the majority opin- 
jon, written by Judge vers, 
the court distinctly states the 
original journal is in existence, and that it 
does show that the amendment is different 
from the enrolled resolution. On the con- 
trary, Mr. McMillen states that the original 
journal is not in existence, and has been do- 
stroyed except one leaf verified by affidavit,

Veto by the Governor of Michigan of 
the Bill for Minority Representation 
in Boards of Directors, 

LansinG, Mich., June 8.—[Special.|—The 
Barnard Minority bill, which has been the 
cause of so much anxiety, and which has 
kept a large lobby here since early in the 
session, was vetoed today. Greenbackers ail 
over the State fail to see the consistency of 
the Greenback Governor’s position, and, fig- 
uratively speaking, have titrown up both 
hands. The message is as follows: 


To the House of Representatives: Wednesday 
evening of this week, during the closing busi- 
ness hours of the session, there was left at this 
office by the Enroiling Clerk of the House a bill

BIOGRAPHICAL. 

A brief sketch of Mr. Maverly’s career in 

icago was published in Tnx Triuune of 
28288222 and it may be of interest to give a 
Ktle bi phy of the man whose fnauclal 
troubles have caused se much excitement in 
the amusement world. His real name is 
Christopher Haverty, and he was born at 
Curtin’s Furnace, Boggs Township, Centre 
County, Pa., and, as thd story-books say, of 
poor but honest parents. His father’s name 
was Christopher, and his mother’s matden 
name Elizabeth Steele. His brother, Steele 
Haverly, is living at Bellefonte, Pa. An- 
other brother, James, is City Marshal of La- 

rte, Ind. Hissister, Miss R. J. Haverly, 
ives at No. 3602 Michigan avenue, with W. 
A. Long. 

Wheu of proper age he was placed appren- 
tice with a tailor named William McClellan, 
of Bellefonte, Pa., but five miles distant from 
the place of his birth. * Jack, or rather 
Kit“ as he was then called, bad been a bad 
boy from the cradle, and he soon quarreled 
with his boss. They subsequently fought, 
and Jack wus arrested and locked’ up in jail 
at — 2 for throwing a hot goose at his 
master, He was released on promises of good 
behavior, and was taken back to his place 
by the tailor. Very soon, however, he at- 
tacked his employer with a pair of shears, 
and Was compelled to run away to escape in- 
carceration. He was secreted in Milesburg 
for several days, but when a favorable oppor- 
tunity was presented he escaped, be at 
the time but 14 years old. He had 813 in 
money in his pocket, and walked to Tyrone, 
a distance of con | miles. He accom- 
plished the japrney n one night, and went 
thence to Toledo. At this point he got on a 
train as assistant peanut-vender, and re- 
mained until he gota little money-and found 
a friend who backed himin securing a * 
and cart to go into the fish business. He 
soon became tired of peddling on the streets, 
and, selling out, went to Indianapolis, where 
he became a gainbler. He remained there 
for a number of years, and in about 1868 went 
to Syracuse, N. T., where, with about $2 to 
start on, he broke Dutch Hank's“ faro bank, 
and hisown story of the great play, which 
first put him on his feet. is that he went Into 
the bank and played faro until he had won 

000, when the dealers turned the box on 
him and quit the game. The inmates of the 
house were sittimg about | la- 
mnen Ling their bad luck, when “ Dutch 
Hank,’ came in and inquired why the game 
was notrunning. “That young fellow has 
just plucked us for $4, and we quit him,” 
replied the head dealer.

He was in 
it but a short time, when he drifted off into 
the theatrical business in a snide way, and 
about twelve years ago brought up witha 
half interest in Happy Cal Wagner’s min- 
strel company. While managing it he came 
here and formed an intimate acquaintance 
with Charles McConnell, manager of the 
National Prin 6 . which has al- 
ways done his wor¥ cConnell has since 
then backed him. 


IN NEW YORK. 
NO SETTLEMENT YET MADE. 

New Yorx, June 8 -[Special.|—No ap- 
proach to a settlement of the affairs of J. U. 
Haverly, the theatrical manager, had been 
madetonight. At the Brooklyn Theatre 
matters were going on as usual.

This route has ever since its establishment been 
taking business at cut rat thus diverting it 
from the all- rail lines, and trunk lines there- 
fore came to the conclusion that they ought no 
longer to heip the Central Pacific to tight the 
Pacific Mall Com v. and that they might just 
as well obarge full proportions on the tarilf 
rates, action taken yesterday shows 
Tue TRIBUNE was correct when it predicted 
few days ago that the trunk lines bad no par- 
ticular desire to stop the prorating arrange- 
ment with the Central Pacific, but simply 
meant to bulldoze that company into abandon- 
ing the competition by New Orieans 
route. This they bave now accomplished and 
therefore will withdraw their order to stop 
prora arrangewefhts on Pacitic coast busi- 
ness, and Calltoruta shippers will have to con- 
tinue to bear the yuke placed upon their necks 
by the Oentral and Southern Pacitic unless the 
Iowa trunk lines, who are greatly injured by 
tnis matter, shall be able to secure some von- 
cessious from the Pacific monopolies.

IMPGQRTANT AGREEMENT IN REGARD TO 
PACIFIC RATES. N 


Nrw York, June 8.—[Speelal.I—A conference’ 


was held today at Commissioner Fink's office iu 
regard to the recent differemces between tne 
trunk lines and the Pacitic Railroads arising out 
of the opening of the Southern Pacific. There 
were present representativel of the Erie, New 
York Ceotral. Baltimore & Onio, and the Pena- 
syivania. The Pacilie Roads were represented 
by C. P. Huntington, J. C. Stubbs, Genera 
Freight Agent of the Central Pacific, and C. E. 
Vining, General Freight Agent of the Union 
Pacific. A large share of che through transcon- 
tineptal business has been gotng by way of the 
Morgan Lide of steamers between New York and 
New Orleans and Galveston, and between the 
two last-named cities and San Francisco by the 
Southern Pacific. The water-and-rall routes 
made lower rates than those by all rail, in which 
the trunk lines were interested. The result was 
a serious GViversion of business. <A short time 
ago the trunk lives gave notice that they would 
not allow the rates which they bad formerly 
granted in making the through rate to the Pa- 
cif coast. The opening of the new 
Southern route, they beld, had ro- 
leased them from their agreement with 
the Pacific roads. At the meeting, however, it 
was agreed that the old arrangement should 
continue until the end of this year. The Cen- 
tral and Southerd Pacific Roads picdged them- 
selves to maintain through rates by tbe rali-ana- 
water route on the basis of the all- rail rates. 
Tuts agreement will leave the Southern route 
only the advantage Of fast time to offer to ship- 
pers. It bas been alleged by the Southern 
Pacific that in spite of the distance 
to be covered by steamer freight 
by the Seuthern route was carried 
through between the two semfboards with fewer 
immediate delays than occurred on the Norta- 
ern ail-raiiroutes. It was atso agreed that none 
of the Pacific roads sbouſd share in any cut 
rates made by the Delaware. Lackawanna &

of this traffic is carried under special coatracts 
which leave the shipper dependeat on the ral 
roads as to the route by which bis go.

According to the officers who have 
been ‘guarding him, however, he was fond of 
wine and women when in Chicago, and it is 
their belief that nearly all the money he stole 
was spent in dissipation here. He never m- 
bied, so far a8 is known. When arrested, he 
sent a cablegram to his father in Sweden, ask- 
ing for funds to help ulm out of bis trouble, but 
the answer reveived was, “It is impossible.“ 
His family is sald to be an excellent one, and 
the reply would seem to indicate that they had 
assisted bim on a previous occasion. His arrest 
was postponed one day in order to find out if the 
company would not let him go, but a telegram 
was received from headquarters in Puuadelphia 
7 prosecute him.

TEA INSPECTION, 
SEVERAL THOUSAND CHESTS TO ARRIVE 
TODAY—S8HALL THEY BE INSPECTED HERE 
OR IN NEW York ? 
Nothing has been beard yet from Washington 


about the appointment of a Tea Inspector for 


Chicago. Several thousand chests will arrive 


today. and thougb.’as on previous occasions, the 


Appraiser here will passon its value, sampies 
will have to be sent to New York for examina- 
tion. This course will cause a delay, and the 
Chicago merchants are mad ubout it, because 
they will be prevented from putting their teas 
on the market at once, and thus be on a par 
with New York competitors. The action of the 
department gives the latter considerabie advan- 
tage, and is very unfair to Chicago deaiers. 
Collector Spalding. when asked if the report 
was true that the Secretary of the Treasury had 
ordered that sampies of tea arriving in San 
Francisco for Chicago merchants must be sent 
te New York for inspection before the tea is de- 
livered to the consignees, said: “I do not know 
that such an order has been issued, as I have re- 
ceived no official notification of it. So far as I 
koow a Tea Inspector fer Chicago bas not yet 
beeu yy 
Mr. J. W. Doane said he had beard notbi 
about the order, except what bad been pub- 
lished in the dispatches from Washington. 
don’t know of any reason why such an order 
should be issued.“ he continued, unless it is 
that the department is labDering under the im- 
ression that we have no tea expert in 
nicago, and that the New York expert 
can do the work in a more satisfactory 
manner than any-man that oan be found ia 
Chicago. I do pot see that the order would 
w any great bardship or prove obnoxious to 
ge merchants if it was properly carried 
ut. It the samples were sent to New York in 
dvance of the arrival of the tea, and exam- 
ined without delay. 80 as to permit the tea 
to be delivered bere upon its arrival from San 
Francisco, we would not complain, because we 
would not be inconvenienced. Butif a delay 
was caused in thedelivery of the tea after its 
arrival, then the tea trade would suffer injury. 
Statistics prove that mure tea arrives in San 
Francisco consigned to Chicago than for New 
York. The amvunt of. business done bere justi- 
fies us in asking tor a Tea Inspector. Thus far 
no inconvenience has been experienced under 
existing arrangements. Should u become nec- 
essary, however, to bave a Tea Inspector bere 
we will insist upon one being appointed, and I 
am satisfied that we will not insist in vain.” 


SOUTH SIDE STREET CARS. 
AN ENERGETIC PROTEST AGAINST THE DIS- 
REGARD OF THE LOOP. 

Up to a few weeks ago the South Side Street 
Railway rap its State street cars around the 
loop between Madison and Lake to the great 
convenience of persons who wished to take 
either the North Side cars or those which run on 
Lake or Randolph street. But of late, probably 
among other things to save time, it has stopped 
its cars at Madison. This has resulted in much 
grumbling, not only on the part of the traveling 


» public, who greatly preferred the old system, 


but also among the sturekeepers on that part of 
State street which nas thus been deprived of the 
travel which it once enjoyed. Most of tho peo- 
ple who have stores on the line in question com- 
plain that their retail business has fallen off 
greatiy under the new order of things, and they 
are considering what course they snail pursue 
to have the old way reéstablished. A num- 
ber of them bad an informal meeting last 


night at No. 68 State street, at which the subject 
was discussed and the determination arrived at 


to do something which should bring back the 


trade of which they bad been deprived. The 
legal aspects of the case were considered, and 
the statement was made that the company by 
its charter was obliged’ to run cars from Lake to 
the “wy limits, which it was not doing at pres- 
ent. It was the impeession that the running of 
the Wabash cars on State street could not be 
considered a compliance with the law, though 
there were differing opinions on this pont. It 
was deqided, however, to hold further meetings, 


and to force the company by all means possible 


to return to the oid order of things. It is prob- 
able that the first thing done will be to call on 
the President of the road and see what he will 
do about it. 

It is understood that one reason why the run- 
ning around the loop was discontinued was that 
the cable which ts used for that purpose often 
got out of order, which of course entail conu- 
siderabie delay and wuch vexation to fuk — 
ple. More accidents have happeged on the loop 
than on any other part of the line, and the deiays 
have often been serious. 

There is one point to which the atteh tion of 


| the company should be drawn, and that is the 


occasional crueity to horses of which its em- 
ployés are guitty. It happens, either owing to 
the failure of the loop cuble, or to one of the 
men losing bis grip, that it becomes necessary to 
draw the Wabash cars around the loop with 
horse power. Sometimes of late there are three 
cars in addition to the grip. and yet in spite of 
this and the loads of passengers who get on at 
Lake street only two horses are used, which are 
sometimes eo bard pressed that it is all they can 
do to t around the curves with the heavy 
loads. This is something which sbould be looked 
after at once, or the Society for the Prevention 
of Crueky te Animals may notice it and arrest

If in “The New Arabian Nights” Mr. 
Robert Louis Stevenson demonstrated his 
ability to write a clever book which should 
be recognized as # most repulsive ove, fn 
An Inland Voyage” he has proved himself 
a very prince among raconteurs. The haps 
and mishaps of two canoeists are given with 
the racy zest of one who could heartily agree 
with the dictum of certain members of the 
Belgian Sport Nautique,” who were hospi- 
table to the wet and weary pleasure-seekers 
and only too eager to talk boat with them. 
Busy at desks and counters by day, at even- 
ing Nous sommes sérieux,” they exclaim. 
Mr. Stevenson hereupon indulges in a de- 
lieious outburst of irrepressible approval: 
I may bave a wrong idea of wisdom, but I 
think that was a very wise remark. ... 
The nightmare illusion of middle age, the 
bear’s hug of custom gradually squeezing 
the life out of a man’s soul, had net yetbegun 


. for these happy-starved young Belgians. They 
still knew that the interest they took in their 


business was a trifling affair compared to 
their spontaneous, long-suffering affection 
for nautical sports. To know what you pre- 
fer, instead of humbly saying Amen to what 
the world teils you you ought to prefer, is to 
have kept your soul alive.”’ 

The voyage extends from Antwerp, on tne 
Scheldt, by canal and the River Vise. to 
Paris. Anuntimely season seems to have 
been selected for its execution, as rains and 
storms afflict the canoeists to the verge of 
despair. Our author, however, very differ- 
ent from the classic writers of the brother- 
hood( Macgregor, Baden-Powell Alden, and 
others), hasan eye for creature comforts: 
and finds compensation in wine, women, and 
music, with occasional flavorings of cynical 
philosophy, poetical praise for Nature, and 
Horatian apostrophes to rural life. Boom, 
he thinks, ig not at alla nice place: and his 
disgust for the hotel and its surroundings is 
unmistakable. Only the curious question- 
ings of the maid in the hotel affords him any 
amusement. Of thgs he says: “As we 
were dealing with a woman, perhaps our in- 
formation was not so much thrown away as 
it appeared. The sex likes to pick up know!l- 
edge, and yet preserve its superiority.“ After 
this no feminine reader will feel astonish- 
ment to learn that Mr. Stevenson considers 
cynicism to be a good tonic—" the cold tub and 
bath-towel of the sentiments, and positivel 
N to life in cases of advanced sensi- 

ility. 
a kind which eats out the beart of all de- 
lights is vividly shown when Nature appeals 
to him. Though her smiles be more uncal- 
culable than a woman’s, yet are they, to this 
truant from town, fully as satisfactory. And 
truly he is an admirer whose appreciation is 
of the finest. The forest of Morpial. by the 
Sambre River, arouses his keen enthusiasm, 
and of its stately trees he says: “ An old oak 
has been growing where he stands since 
before the Reformation, taller than many 
spires, more stately than the greater punt of 
ountains, and yet a living thing, liable to 
sicknesses and death—like you and me—is 
c 


At the military post Landrecies the travel 
ers are obliged to make a halt on account of 
the prolonged rains. Hearing more than 
enough of the stirring drum,” the author 
indulges in some whimsical ruminations as 
to the picturesque irony which credits the 
resounding skin to the much-belabored don- 
key: “In this state of mummy 
melancholy ‘survival of itself, when 
the hollow skin reverberates to the 
drummer’s wrist, and each dub-a-dub goes 
direct to man’s heart and puts madness there, 
and that disposition of the pulses which we, 
in our big way of talking, nickname Hero- 
sm, is there not something in the nature of 
ja revenge upon the donkey's persecutors?” 
Ineidentally we mark the vindictive cold- 
ness of the sneer at heroism. “ That dispo- 
sition of the pulses is quite as effectual a 
sentence for freezing the sentiment outof a 
sentimental word as to dub the sacred 


That the author’s cynicism is not of 


| egoity that concensus of faculties com- 


monly called soul.“ 

But, if Stevenson disapproves of the senti- 
mental, he has not been ablejto dispossess 
himself of enthusiasm, which is stil one 
phase of the obnoxious emotion. He paints 
us a picture of the Oise in flood that makes 
the blood surge through the heart in sym- 
pathy with its own wild sweep: 

From Vandencourt all the way to Origny it 
ran with ever-quickening speed, taking fresh 
heart at each mile, and racing as though it al- 
ready smelt the ea. The canoe was like 
a leuf in the current. It took it up and snook it. 
and carried it masterfully away, like a Centaur 
carrying off a Nympb. To keep some com- 
mand on our direction required hard work and 
diligent use of the paddle. . . „ If this lively 
and beautiful river were indeed a thing of 
Death's contrivance, the old ashen rogue bad 
famously outwitted himself with us. I was liv- 
ing three to the minute. I was pre points 
against bim every stroke of my paddle, every 
turn of the stream. Aswift stream is a 
favorit artifice of his. and one that brings him 
in a comfortable thing per annum; but, when 
he and | came to settle our accounts, I shall 
whistie in bis face for these hours upon the Up- 
per Oise. 

And it looks very like sentiment, and senti- 
ment that does him high honor, when Mr. 
Stevenson stops in passing to pay generous 
tribute to Gaston Lafenestre, the artist, of 
whom he speaks with such unconscious 
pathos and exaggeration as the best of all 
good fellows, now gone down into the dust.” 

It would be hopeless, unless one quoted the 
entire book, to attempt to do justice to all the 
good and piquant sayings in it. As where 
the author says of tranquillity: ‘Quiet 
minds cannot be perplexed or frightened, 
but go on in fortune or misfortune at their 
own private pace, like a clock during a thun- 
dersturm!’’ And of the sudden changes in 
the Oise: What a number of things a river 
does by simply following Gravity in the in- 
nocence its heart!’ The old Noyon 
Cathedral arouses almost as much delight as 
the forest and the rushing river. He thinks 
it in itgelf finer than any spoken sermon, 
since it sets one preaching to one’s self; 
“and every man,” he adds grimly, is his 
own doctor of omer in the last resort.” 
At Compiegne, rains having been so unceas- 
ing that patience itself was drowned out, 

disgusted canoeists put 

boats and themselves in the 

train. That of course settled the 
weather, which now cleared up for a month 
of sunshine; when they resumed water-trav- 
el. From this on, as the Oise widens to 
stately measure, canoeing becomes easy 
work. As they leave the little villages for 
cities by the banks, they become two among 
many of their kind. No longer are they eu- 
riosities; no longer do they amuse; in conse- 
uence they cease to receive amusement. 
he journey becomes monotonous. The 
post-bag breaks the spell; civilization, labor, 
home, each calls out the louder for long en- 
forced silence. So back to the world our 
friends go to see what surprises Fate has re- 
pared for them among familiar things. ou 
may paddle ali day loug, but it is when you 
come back at nigitfail and look in at the fa- 
miliar room that you und Love or Death 
awaiting you beside the stove; and the more 
beautiful adventures are not, those we go to 
seek.” Such are the words with which Mr. 
Stevenson concludes his delightful narra- 
tive of a summer’s gypsying. On the whole, 
a true devotee of thepaddie must say that it 
is an entertaining account of a rather un.

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Current Discussions ta Theology. 

F. H. Reveli, of Chicago, has recently is- 
sued a volume of 217 pages, prepared by Drs. 
George N. Boardman, Sampel Ives Curtis, 
and II. M. Scott, Professors in the Chicago 
‘Theological Seminary, on “Current Discus- 
sions in Exegetical, Historical, and System- 
atic Theology.“ This is the first volume of 
what is designed to be an annual digest of 
such discussions. The book-form is wisely pre- 
ferred to that of the monthly or quarterly. as 
being more convenient and permanent. The 
authors are fully competent for such work. 
If there had been aay doubt of this before 
the publication of the present volume, it 
would now be dispelled. 

Part first of the present volume is devoted 
to Exegetical Theology, and is the work of 
Prof. Curtis. The writer considers the Re- 
lations of Science to the Biblical Record; 
Critical Prerequisits for Old-Testament Exe- 
gesis; Old-Testament Introduction; the Old- 
Testament Canon; the Old-Testament Text. 
Under these heads Dr. Curtis reviews with 
discrimination and judgment the later dis- 
cussions on these several topics, and decided- 
ly rejects the modern critical theory. We 
advise young students of Biblical exegesis 
to read carefully the chaptersin this first 
part of the volume. ‘They will find in them 
the results of extended research in a clear 
and condensed form—such results as but few 
have the means of attaining by their own 
independent investigations. Dr. Curtis is 
do excellent service in the department of 
Old-Testament literature. His criticisms on 
the writings of Welihausen, Kuenen, and W. 
Robertson Smith are thorough and timely 
and will exert a wide influence. 

The second part of the volume, by Prof. 
Scott, is occupied with Historic Theology. 
The general subject is given as “Church, 
History: lts Idea, Contents, and Method of 
Treatment, as Apprehended in the Present 
State of the Science, with Some Notice of 
Auxiliary Studies.” In the consideration of 
this theme the author devotes one chapter to 
the idea of the church and the work of 
chureh-history, another to methods of 
church-history, and a third to auxiliary and 
collateral historical studies. The first is a 
sort of synopsis of churgh-history in general 
rather than a distinct outline of recent dis- 
cussions.” The second chapter covers more 
than recent“ methods of church-history— 
presenting all methods, old and new. The 
third furnishes a good outline of introduct- 
ory auxiliary and collateral studies. Under 
the last head we find valuable information in 
regard to the history of the New-Testament 
books, of the canon, and of the New-Testa- 
ment text, both manuscript and printed, and 
the history of hermeneutics, or interpreta- 
tion. It will be seen that Prof. Scott in this 
last chapter does for the history of the criti- 
cism of the New Testament.very much the 
same work that is done by Prot. Curtis in the 
department of the Old Testament. Students 
of both Testaments owe a debt of gratitude 
to these learned writers. . 

Prof. Boardman, in the third part, under 
the head of Systematic Theology, traces 
present theological tendencies, and the in- 
fluences producing them.” In chapter first, 
he notes the doctrines now under discussion— 
the existence of God. evidences of Christian- 
ity, inspiration, evolution, and atonement. 
In chapter second, he gives an outline of

The Story of Mellieent. 

Those who shared the delight of the 
Anglo-Indian editor’s acquaintance with 
“Mr. Isaacs” will be prepared to accord, 
warm welcome to a stranger who wears the 
same garb as did that prince of entertainers. 
But “The Story of Mellicent,” by Fayr 
Madoc is like its predecessor only- to out- 
ward view.” Not because the one narrates 
a mystical Indian romance and the other ‘an 
every-day English story—but from a total re- 
versal of attributes: The former work had 
power, beauty, loquence, and a wealth of 
splendid effects. This has weakness, plati- 
tude, and exaggeration, not riches, as to its 
situations. Mellicent, like many another 
woman, has just talent enough to make her- 
self miserable.

New Wrpsor, III., June 8&.—[Totbe Edi- 
tor. IA few years ago all the agricultura 
papers and “selentifie” farmers found out 
that all that was needed to double their crops 
was subsoiling, and to this end subsoil 
vlows were invented; and teams overworked 
to obtain.a depth of ten inches to a foot, re- 
gardless of the lay of the land or the condi- 
tion of the soli. Your correspondent calls to 
mind one of the best hatural farms in Henry 
County, Illinois. It was subsolled a dozen 
years azo, and has not recovered 
from the vielence done at that 
time. Several years of the time it has 
scarcely raised sufficient to pay the taxes. 
The fact Is, they are lands that subsoiling 
will kill, and there are others, mostly alluvia 
solls of such depth that no amount of deep 
plowing will injure them. .There is at the 
present time as unreasonable a craze on the 
subject of tile-drainage as there ever was on 
any one-idead systein of farming. 

Mr. G. M. Harrison, in a paper read before 
the Ohio Draiuage Associanon in April last, 
and published in Tax Trinune of June 2, 
places himself upon the record as saying 
that draining all me water ont of the soil 
makes it'“damper in dry weather.” ‘The 
astute wisdom of this assertion is only 
equaled by the sagacity and splendid act- 
men whieh enabled him to discover 
that “the most important feature 
of draining with tile is that 
it enabies us to secure a free circulation of 
air in the solid subsoil.” This is decidedly 
nich—that is, the idea is rich, not the subso1l. 
It possesses also some original features. 
Does the gentleman wish us to understand 
that the circulation of airis in and through 


| the rain, or in and through the spaces bo- 


tween the rticles of sow, or both? If 
through the drain, I volunteer the fnforms- 
tion that the upper end is always closed. 
There is no orifice, and there cannot possi- 
bly be any circulation, any more than there 
would be in u coal-mine without an air-shaft. 
It would fill up with air, and the same air 
would stay there until forced out, and not 
wear itself out very much in circulating. 
lf he means that a circulation will be kept 
up through the pores of the soil, he must 
not ask us to seriously consider him as a 
philosopher, for tne air would sink into the 
spaces fn the soll and remain there without 
motion until forced out by water. 

Now, facts are concerning drainage 
that some lands uire tiling and others are 
d by it. Northern [Illinois is about 
equally afticted with rains in May and June 
and drouths in July and August. If 
water could all be draived out of the | 
within five days after the last rain c 
the date of the beginning of the effect of 
drouth would be anticipated by the ditfer- 
ence in the time that the water would be 
artificially drained off and the time it would 
naturally take to drain off and leach out it 
not tile The soll in this portion of Mercer 
and the t of Henry County adjoining has 
an underlying stratum of clay impervious to 
water and ata varying depth of from two to 
ten feet below the surface. All such land 
whi be damaged by surface—that is, tile— 
drainage, with the exception of swampy 
sioughs. The reason is plain: Moisture 
reaches the surface from below through the 
capillary tubes—i. e.: the spaces between the 
particles of soil. If they do not extend 
downward over four or five feet the supply 
* will soon be exhausted and crops 

suffer from drouth. Moisture cannot 
pass through this substratum of clay any 
more than it can penetrate bituminous lime- 
stone GEorRGE ENDERTON.

They’ve 
been a little discouraging, maybe a littie too 
much so to be perfectiy true, but that is 
natural, for of course the reports are, in fact 
I don’t see but they must be, ob from 
the farmers, and they have the nan of being 
the biggest grumblers on earth, except old 
sailors. After All, it may be natural for a 
man whose eggs are mostly in one basket, as, 
I am sorry to say, farmers generally have 
theirs, to be a good deal worried when the 
weather is so cold and wet that he has pretty 
good for thinking noné*of his ergs 
will hatch. When he is asked what kind of 
a crop he’s going to have, he talks just as he 
feels, blue enough. ‘Then everybody who 
reads the reports takes a little tighter grip on 
his wheat or corn, if he has any, and makes 
the grain\buyer pay a little higher, and 
the farmers who don’t read any of 
the papers nipped for more, sometimes, 
on one of corn than it Would cost them 
to take a good paper for six months, to keep 
them posted on the markets and the crop 
rospects. I’ve seen it done many a time, 
but of course it’s not my business to take 
care of ab men, who are sharp 
enough to get the best of their neighbors in 
a horse trade, or almost any other dicker. 
That reminds me that there are plenty of 
farmers inthis county who are 14 to 
pay for a newspaper, or to buy ag bull, 
or r or boar, but they are not too poor to 
d half a day every week loafing in town, 

or to buy a pound of tobaeco every week, or 
to guzzle whisky enough. in one day to pay 
for a new calico dress for their breoken-down 
wives. And they are rich enough to keep 
half a dozen dogs to spend their time under 
the bed at home, scratching for fleas, when 
icken roosts;

To insure 
having strong chicks they should not be allowed 
to leave the pest witbin forty-eight hours after 
hatching. At the end ot the first twenty-four 
hours some of the custard should be placed on a 
clean shingle before the. nest, when the hen, if a 
good mother, will will ber brood and feed them. 
lf pessibie several broods should be batched at 
the same time, when all may be taken from the 
bons. and by proper attention, sbelter, and feed- 
ing buifadozen times a day when young, the 
will thrive better, with fewer losses from acc 
dent, exposure, and straying than would occur 
if the broods were permitted to run about witha 
the héns. The custard is made by beat ius the 
egus tborougbly, addtig for each egg three ta- 
1 of new milk, and baking in a shal- 

ow pan. 


LIVE STOCK. 


The Discouragement of Vine-Wool 
Growing. 

“Well,” said a few days ago an elderly 
farmer who has spent most of the last forty 
years in Northern Lllinois, “my opinion is 
that the decline in the interest in wool-grow- 
ing in the Northwest is largely due to the 
failure or the refusal of wool-buyers to dis- 
crimiuate in favor of good, clean, even, and 
strong fibre and against the coarser, uneven, 
and weak, as well as dirty fleeces of the 
scrub farmer who kept scrub sheep. You’ve 
noticed, of course, that it’s always scrubs 
who are content to have scrubs of any kind 
about them—scrub stock, scrub help, and 
scrub machinery and fences. I had finely-bred 
and well-kept merinos in those days, and 
although the buyers admitted that about a 
quarter of my fleeces were almost as fine as 
Saxony wool, hey would pay me very little 
more than they gave for the woolfrom my 
neighbors’ grade sheep. When I wanted to 
sella buck toaneighbor“he would reply 
What's the use of paying for a pedigreed 
buck when the wool of your. une sheep 

sell for no more than the 
fleeces from my grades” There was 
no use trying to teach him better. The logic 
of dollars and cents, when he heard the jingle 
was sounder than any argument about goor 
breedimg being necessary to, keep up the 
quality of the fleece. 

The buyers many a time said my wool 
was cleaner, and finer, and more even than 
that of almost any other wool-grower in the 
country: but I noticed they seldom wanted 
to pay me more than they gave my neighbors 
for their half-washed uneven clips: They 
said there was so littie of mine they couldn’t 
afford to bother with it. Sol finally gave up 
the idea of keepi up a better flock than my 
nétehbors had, and of late years have lost my 
interest in the work of breeding up and 
registering. What Tur Trisunr said about 
fashion and wool-growing may be true, but 
one fashion 1 know of hurts fine wool grow- 
ing worse than fashion in the style or finish 


of clothing ever did, and that is the fashion. 


of refusing to pay a reasonable price for 


wool. 

The buyers used to oy to me sometimes: 
‘We'd pay you more for your clip if it 
wouldn’t raise the price of all the wool in the 
county. But if we pay vou two cents 
more than we give your neighbor we 
luse his trade, for he finds out what 
we ey you, and won’t take a cent less.’ [ 
used to ask them why they didn’t tell my 
neighbors that my wool was a cent or five 
cents a pound better than theirs, and so get 
them to keep betier sheep. That would have 
— me, because they would have wanted to 


8 telling that farmers should 
all be perfectly honest, and wash their woo! 
clean, and roll it without ballasting it with 
sand, or lestones, or tags; and t the

National Associations of Stockmen. 

That pressing need exists for forming a 
national organization of stockmen has been 
urged of late with considerable force; but 
some who would gladly see such an organ- 
ization in existence, and would support it 
heartily, express a doubt of the possibility of 
forming such an association. They think it 
would be too big a thing to hold together; 
that there are too many diversified interests 
to consider; that sheep-owners would not 
feel enough interest in cattle affairs to at- 
tend a meeting where the time would be 
largely occupied in the consideration of ques- 
tions affecting cattle interests; that breeders 
of swine would not eare to listen to discus- 
sions about the sheep industry, or about 
horse or cattle raising; and that horsemen 
would promptly trot off from a mecting in 
which questions relating to the other live- 
stock interests were to form the chief sub- 
jects for consideration. 

It is safe to say that searcely a breeder of 
prominence is without a deep interest in all 
which bears upon the welfare of any one 
branch of the great live-steock business. 
Every one of these branches will have that 
before it which Will make a general meeting 
interesting, pleasant, and in many ways 
profitable. The wool-growers of this coun- 
try are moving vigorously to secure the early 
formation of such a national organization. 

The day is not far distant when those who 
raise swine in the West will have to face a 
question of considerable importance. West- 
ern hogs have gone in countless thousands 
to the East, scattering the germs of swine- 
plague along the great thoroughfares over 
which they passed. Fortunately, the plague 
spread slowly, because very few hogs ever 
left the cars before they reached the poe 
where they were to be slaughtered; yet the 
diségse has spread and is gradually spread- 
ing, despite 2 uttered by the more 
watchful of the agricultural papers, which, 
like the Ohie Farmer and the Rural New 
Yorker, have been quick to see the danger 
and make it known. The West has sent 
swine-plague to England, when shipments 
of living swine Were profitable, and will con- 
tinue to send it to every State or country to 
which hogs from the greatstock markets of 
the West may be sent, for every hog-pen, hog- 
car and shute and yard in which Western 
hogs have been marketed has been infected. 
The East will not forever rest quietiy under 
a condition which constantly menaces a 
great interest—which threatens, by gross in- 
attention and neglect of all proper precaa- 
tions, to bring upon the farmers of the East 
such losses as have been borne by those in 
the West. Illinois alone lost millions of 
dollars from this cause. If Ohio, New York, 
and Pennsy!vania would lose less it would 
be because they have fewer hogs to lose, not 
because they are less exposed to danger. No 
organization of stockmen, National, State, or 
local, can prevent the occurrence of swine- 
plague; but by Sombining their forces live- 
stock men may very possibly event its 
spread in districts yet untain thus pre 
venting loss to farmers and benefitting the 
whole public. — 

A mere mention of the work a properly 
organized national congress of stoekmen 
could do would make along chapter. ‘The 
most important matter just now before it 
would be securing such National legislation 
as would protect our vast cattle interest from 
the deadly pleuro-pneumonia and 
searcely less Injurious foot-and-mouth dis- 
ease which coustantly threatens to Dring 
upon that interest most serious disaster.

AN OLEAGINOUS SUBJECT. 


The Hon. Roseee ConkMag’s Defense of 
Bog us Rutter—Oleomargartue Morally 
and Legally Considered—iaterestin« 
to Manufacturers: . 

[Kansas City Times, June 4)—The fact that 
the Hon. Roscoe Conkling, of New York, was to 
make an argument iu the oleomargarine case 
which was called for trial in the United States 
OCiroultt Court Friday became so generdaily 
known throughout the city that at the time of 
the adjournment yesterday. evening it was de- 


termined to hold a session’ yesterday in the 


Board-of-Trade Hall in order to accommodate 
the vest number of persons who had signified 
their intention of heatimg the renowned ex- 
Senator deliver bis address in behalf of the 
oleomargarine company. A feature of the oc- 
cation which tncreased public interest was the 
fact that the bench was cecupied by the three 
Judyes of the court, Justice Miller, of the Su- 
preme Court, presiding, and Judge G. W. Mo- 
Crary and Judge Arnold Krekel sitting with 
him. 
THE CASE. 

The suit on trial was au action brought to test 
the constitationality of the Missouri statute, 
which makes ita felony, punishable by fine or 
imprisonment, to manufacture or sell oleomar- 
garine or any other similariy prepared sub- 
stance intended to be used ia the place of Lut- 
ter or cheese. The State's attorneys, in their 
arguments made Friday, held that as the 
Supreme Court of Missouri had declared the 
statute constitutional, the Federal Court had no 
jurisdichon in the matter. The Federal Con- 
stitution, che decision had deciared, gave a State 
exciusive authority to reguiate a commerce be- 
tween the States, and the statute in question 
was a police regulation, whieh the State had the 
power to euayt for the welfare of the com- 
munity. 0 

THE AUDIENCE. ’ 

The throng began filing into the hall as early 
as 9o’clock, and by the time court opened, an 
hour later, both the main room and the gallery 
were crowded with the visitors. Chairs to accom- 
modate over 1,000 bad been arranged, and it is 
estimated that the audience nuarbered fully 
1,300. Chairs for the ladies had been reserved on 


each side of the platform, and they were filled 
before the opening of court.

OPENING COURT.

The 
reading of the minutes was dispensed with, and, 
before beginning in the argument. Justice Milier 
unnoun — 8 the bill in chancery of Mrs. 
Mary T. Ridenbaugnd vs. James N. Burnes would 
would be disposed of. The opinion was delivered 
orally by Justice Miller, and occupied about - 
teen minutes. 

ng the delivering of the opinion Mr.

And now come these two studious 
gentiemen of the prosecution to tell your Hon- 
ors that prejudice and superstition find their 
home in the ice Dower Of the State, to teil 
you that prejudice and superstition are to be in- 
corporated into the laws of the State, whenever 
the ignorance of jiegislators may direct.

SAVINGS BANKS. 


The laboring classes and clerks who in former 
years were the leading patrons of the savings 
banks are now putting their surplus savings 
into little domes. Government, city, and county 
bonds, or depositing largely in the Nadonal 
banks. Some of the latter have very large de- 
posits of this character which do not draw 
any interest. Another favorit way of taking 
care of these runas is to rent 
a box in the safety deposit vaults. 
A great many of this class of people put their 
money into these places, where it is also dead so 
far as interest is concerned. The prejudice 
against savings banks has not yet died out. This 
class of depositors remember too well the losses 
they suffered through the collapse of the wild- 
cat institutions like the old Bee Hive, et al. 
There are now about five savings banks in this 
city. Their business is good and iucreasing. 
They are patronized largely by the classes which 
come nearer to the “ well-to-do,” and they con- 
duct business on a differen: plan from that fol- 
lowed by the old concerns which came to such 


an inglorious ed. The present savings banks 


loan very little money on real estate, but put 
most of it into securities that are converti- 
dle at a moment's notice—cash coliaterais 
like bonds and warehouse receipts. Some of these 
institutions are doing an extensive com mercial 
business. On deposits they are paying 4 per 
cent interest, but the rate to the bank really 
averages not over 3 per cent, as a great many 
customers withdraw their money before the in- 
terest-day comes round, which is twice a year, 
and funds withdrawn in the interim forfeit the 
interest. It is doubtful if there is a single bank 
in the city that is doing what would be called a 
strictly and exclusively savings- bank business. 

The savings bank proper is not popular with 
the masses. If the State of Llinois had a law 
similar to that of New York the institution 
might come into fashion again, but there is 
little prospect that capitalists will venture to 
open one here very soon; nor does there now 
appear to be any need of it. 

Tus question of interest is important. On the 
funds placed in the commercial or National 
banks the depositor earns nothing, but it is idle 
to suppose the bank does not loan this money 
at a profit to itscif. Theauestion arises, If some 
banks can afford to pay interest on deposits why 
cannot the others give something for the use of 
money which is piaced with them for safekeep- 
ing? 

Some of our bankers and brokers report less 
inquiry from the people for securities than for- 
merly. They iufer that the labor ing classes are 
saving less than a few years ago. The cost of 
Uv ue is higher, especialiy ia the matter of 
house-rent, while wages bave not risen in pro- 
portion. The prolonged strikes are also absorb- 
ing not a [tle of what the laboring-man should 
be laying by. .

The leading produce markets were slow yes- 
terday and steadier. There was little changedn 
provisions, while breadstuffs stren thened after 
an early dash of selling off, which seemed to be 
ebietiy due to the warmer weather. There was 
not much doing except in corn and oats. 

Provisions were quiet and Steadier. There 
was very little demand either by shippers or 
p eculators. The market eased Off eariy in the 
day, in sympathy with lower prices for hogs, 
Sbut Decame firmer when it was found that there 
was very little stuff on sale at the lower figures.
